The demonstration, which waa arranged by the Wilson and Marshall

The parade will start at 8 o'clock froia the Capitol and move di- 


rectly to the White House. It is expected it will take three hours for 
all to pass the president's reviewing 
stand.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16—There

federal court district In the United 
States, with a separate suit In be- 
half of every one of the 200 rail- 
roade In every district which it ea- 
ters. 


This step, it is estimated, will re-

course, counting the appeals to the

Eight from Warren 8 Stone, grand 
chief of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers:
